(iii) To give advice on the nutritional, hygienic, agricultural, indu.strial ami 
economic aspects, etc., of the various problems referred to the Panel;

(ivi. To test the suitability of researh findings in the field of Food Techno¬ 
logy and suggest appropriatei programmes of application. 

3. The I’ancl will bo free to co-opt any other technical expert or experts as 
and when necessary. The Panel may also, if necessary, constitute sub-com- 
niittcclsi con.j.sling of members of the Panel or technical experts from outside 
in comicetion with ihc business of the Panel, If the Panel considers tnat investi¬ 
gation IS necessary before giving advice on any matter referred to it, it may 
put up a scheme to the Government of India or may nominate a person or 
persons to undertake the investigation, subject to the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, 
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
